Vinegar is a moft excellent Antidote againft the Plague, andto 
dink 2 ox 3 Spoonfu s ina Morning is very good. Hence ’eis,thac 
Phyftians to luppreffe and take away the hery Venome of Spirety 
Laurel, Mezereon, and other Plants, fteep them in Vinegar,and fo 
vive tacm fately cotneir Patients,whereas otinerwiie they would 
kill and be a worfe Remedy than tne Difeafe. And Dis{corides faich 
chat it refifts all poyions borh het and cold. Aud Chrijtoph. a Ucge 
tells of une chac was ftrangled with a Rope, and did foam avoue 
the Moutijand yee was recovered by driaking Vinegar. 

Ceffveis counmended ayainit the Gontagien; and moderate ex- 
ercile; be ture to prevent coftivenets,and violent paffions: Sleep 
moderately,and a:cer youare up uncover your bed, aad open tie 
Curtains to airit, and have cue bed well fhaken when ic is made, 
fo: Dawips are very dangerous.
